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GROUND RULES FOR SAPPHIRE'S SYSTEM FOR SISTERS 


TIMING: 

Meetings must never be scheduled on Friday and Saturday nights. These times 
must be kept free so that Black women can pay attention to glueing together 
the Black men they've been 'castrating' all week long. This is a temporary 
rule necessary at this time in order to preserve the Black culture. When 
Black men realize that 'Sapphires' are as good as'Peeris', this rule may be 
suspended. 


JIVE TIME: 
In recognition of the fact that a stereotype has developed regarding 'C.P. Time', — 
the first 15 minutes of any meeting shall henceforth be known as J.T. 

(Jive Time). This will enable and give sufficient time for those to arrive who _ 
feel they must adhere to what was formerly known as 'C.P. Time.’ 


FACILITIES: 
Must be comfortable, never arranged in classroom order. 


ACCOUTREMENTS: 

In recognition of the wide variation of life styles (there are no 'gray flannel 
suits' in these gatherings), if drinks are served be sure to include scotch 
(a sine que non) as well as gin, bourbon, coffee and tea. 


MOTIONS: 
Motions will be accepted only on righteous matters. Excluded from motions 
shall be such concerns as: 
Recipe swapping 
:Chit'lin dipping comparisons 
. ‘my old man' or ‘your old man' or ther old man’. 


SECONDS: 


Anyone from the 'Amen Corner’ may second a motion and any of the following 
will be considered appropriate: 


1. Right On! 

2. Ne Shit} 

3. You got that right! 

4. Say it again, honey! 

5. «and just plain old 'Damn’! 


Note: Motions should be devoid of 'body English' -- no posing.
